FIREMEN & GRAIN FREIGHT RATES 

The prairie provinces have a real stake in freight 
rates. 

By the same token, they have a real stake in every 
proposal to eliminate unnecessary costs which are re¬ 
flected in the freight structure. 

That is why the proposal of the C.P.R. to elimin¬ 
ate firemen from diesel locomotives, at a saving when 
dieselization is complete of $11 million a year, is a 
matter of paramount importance to prairie farmers. 
For, as was pointed out in public hearings before the 
Federal Conciliation Board at Ottawa seeking settle¬ 
ment of the firemen’s dispute with the CPU., the 
savings of $11 million a year that would result from 
the proposal to restrict the employment of firemen on 
diesel to passenger service is only slightly less than 
one third of the total gross revenue received by Cana¬ 
dian Pacific for handling grain in Western Canada. 

The West should be making its voice heard in 
support of this sensible economy move by the C.P.R. 
now. For if Western opinion is silent on this issue, 
and the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen allowed 
to get away with “featherbedding” and their demand 
for a 25 percent wage increase to boot, the West will 
sooner or later pay the price of silence in higher 
freight rates. __
